The last story sfloat regardiug the visli cf the

Cotmt and Countess Girgentl to France is thet
the Count Is here to establish an offensive and
defenalve allianoe between Franse snd Bpaln,
which wes to have been concluded a fow weeks
@go, France engaging to support the preseat
fipauleh dynasty If threatened, aud Spain
placing forty thousand soldiers and part of her
pavy at the dispossl of France, Iif & war break
out. Then, again, some people say that his
Royal Highness is entrusted with a confdential
mission from his brother, Francis II, to the
Emperor, However these things may be, noth-
ing at all certaln Is known as yei, except that
the illustrious visitors have recelved the
heartiest welcome from the Emperor,
He cnterisined them yoesterday to o
magnificent banquet ut the Cha-
teau of Fontalvebleau. he feles came off
with great ec'al.  After n splendid drive In the
forest, dinmer waa served in {be magnificent
gnllery of Henry Il. Afterwards there was a
iheatrical representalion by the artistes of the
Theawe Franoais, which was followed by a
supper. At 3 A, M, the guests, one hundred in
number, left by epecial train for Parls, Though
all was exquisitely done, mo extraordinary
tuow was made, for the Emperor had used a
very elmple form of invilation to his royal
guestes—*"1 & all be glad io see you, and expect
you will come gans ceremonie.,” Men were
allowed to dispense with onilorms, aod so all
wore bluck conts,

M. Rochelort has now declared war to the
enpire, war to the knife. His foarteenth Lan-
gerne, \ssucd Irom Brussels and circalated widely
in Prussia, Belgium, and throughout the whole
of Germany, is being sscrotly sold io Paris by
thousands in epite of all atiempls at suppression.
This number contains the author’s full and per-
fect expression of \hat passionnte hate of tha
empire, which he has always shown even in hi®
earliest writings., But in them it was necessa.
rily a fire that had to be bhall-smotnered, lest it
ghonld burn Rochefort’s own house down. Now
thot he ls in tree sir, and can ket it blaze, 1t is
pleasant to note his almost boyish enjoyment
of bis liberty and his bonfire, He will not suf-
fer himself to be imprigoned if he can help it.
That would be to glve up the game when all the
trumps are in bis hunds, He says:—"To sup-
pove that aoy good can be dove with the men of
December 2, by strelching out your wrists for
their handeufls, and eaying, ‘Here 1 am, do
with me what you will; would be stupid, fu-
deed. 1 shall redouble my blows in order
to precipilate the denousmmenl. You gen-
tenced me to sixteea monthe' imprisonment,
Here is my auswer. I condemn you to two
years of the Lanferne. The only way to extin-
guish the Lanferne would be to expel your
glorious Emperor from the Tullleries. T am
q ate willing to leave off writing, bat Napoleon
must first cease to reign. Now, I announcs this
—that every Baturday the Lanferne, illegally
strangled in France, will appear in some forelgn
country. It will diter through the French
frontiers and be cirenlated in FParis (o an extent
that will astonish jon. My domicile will be
here and there and everywhere, [ resign myselr
%0 play the part of the wanderlog jonrnalist and
& literary poacher. One day 1 shall date the
Lan’erme irom Geneva, unother from Baden,
Heidelberg, Ostend, or Cologne, and when you
cowe to demand my expulsion you must apply
to some fifteen Governments, of whom fourteen
at least will lasugh In your face., Bo much for
the Lan‘erne, the bitterest enemy the Emoperor
has ever bhad to face.,” Many people who only
began in admiring the clever writer, now be.
lieve in him, and are his firm diselples, The
Ewperor has & clever duellist for partisan,
Oassagonne, Why cannot he invent a writer Lo
rival and put down Rochefort?

ALASKA.

The Present Sinte of Affalrs,

The Alaska Heraid gives o sad account of the
present state of nffuirs in Alaska, from which
we make the following briefi absiracr. Toe
Heraid eays: —=*'That on the 28th of April last,
Pringe Maxatuft tarned over to th: agent of
Huteiinson & Co., of thia city, the magazine,
all the buildings, properly, aud provision of that
settiement, real and movable; that the incom-
ing ogent immediately proceeded to eject the
inbabitants from the hoases, and drove them to
the shelter of the woods, where they improvised
tenls; that the price of flour, which had been
furnished them 1or Aifty cents by the Russian
Company, had been raised to two dollars by its
successor; and that the new company, when
nr]raeded to by the people to '“p‘il’ ‘,hmr wants
at former ﬁricu‘ were denled and told to go to
work for the Company et ifty cents a day.

“It is pleo alleged that Prince Maxuton has
been guilty of swindling the United States Gov-
ernment in the most outrageous mauner by
turning over to the Government only woat was
in elght, but concenlen the valuable effects
hidden m the magazine, whleh, It Is hinted,
ghiould alse bave bheen delivered, bat were sube
sequan'ly sold ty Hutebinson & Co. Tae Rus-
elan echools have been closed and the children
allowed to go at large. Iutoxlcating liquors are
gold to boys eight vears of sge by Americau
storekcepers, and they are fast becowing ad-
dicted to the vice of drunkenness,”

Finally, the Heraid sums up its list of griev
ances as follows:—*'80 far, by the change of
administration, our houses have been desolated,
our industry checked. the resources of oar labor
have been culoff throngh wanton destructiou
by unpracticed bands, Our wives and daughters
bave hecn subjected to the brutal instivets of a
licentivus soldiery, and the tyranony of a des-

otic government has been transferred to the

BANK DEFALCATION,

A Sensation at Taunton, Mass,

The Tauvton Republican gives toe following
articulars 1o relation to the delaleation u the
aunton Nsational Baok, which has bzen the
local sensation of the past week in that city:—

Ou Suturday last Mr. Tweed, Trea-urer of the
Taunten Locomotive Company, sud aiso & Di
recior ol the Bank, bad ocession to refer to the
books of the Bauk to sascertain the bulance he
hud on deposit. He found it smaller than he
believed 1t to be, and on retarniog to his oflice
took down the exact amount as credited on his
deposit book, The next time he visited the
Bank (on Monday) he compared the balance as
shown by his deposit book with that ou the
books of the Bank, and found that they now
agreed; but also discovered that $2000 had been
eredited to his account siuce he looked at the
#ocounis on Salurday, and not having made soy
deposit o the mesntime, he sl once
suspected that the books had been tam-
pered with, The cashier immediately com-
monuced an investigation, when Mr. Goeorge
F. Champuey, the Teller, coufessed to
having apiropristed to his own uss vot only
funds deposited by the Locomotive Conpany,
but el:o other sums of wyarlous depositors,
swounting to $10,650, Duoring the past elght
years he has beeu in the habit of tuking small
amounts from the ancounts of leading deposit-
or#, which he was uble to concesnl from the
otber officers of the bank by always makivg up
their bunk books himself. Being alwave pre-
sent, he wae able to escupe detection, Had be
been absent on the first of any month, when the
books were balaueed, the dikerepancies would
surcly have been discovered., The bauk loses
nothivg, Lis bordsmen being holden for the
smount abstracted. They are Messrs, L. J.
Wilmnreth, Willlum Reed, Otis Allen, und Ira W,
Maxham, Mr, Champuoey bas been regarded by
the ofticers of the baok, wud by every man who
kpew him, 88 4 manp ot strict lntegrity and ex-
emplary habits, and the discovery of his ab
siractions I8 48 surprl jug o the communtty s
